men's 100-metre event, threshing 
to victory in 55.65- seconds, He was 
the ‘second man to break the Ja~- 
panese swimming monopoly at the 
Seventh Asian Games, after South 
Korea's Cho O Yuen swam away 
with the gold in the men’s 400- 
metre freestyle last Wednesday. 

In the 100-metre event, the Ja- 
panese failed to clinch even second 
place, win by China‘'s Lin Sen-lin, 
0.26 of a second behind. Japan's 
Akira Iida placed third. 

‘Brenner's victory gave Israel its 
first taste of gold in the Asian 
Games, although he failed to beat 
the games record of 545 chalked 
up by Japan's Kunlhiro Iwasaki 
eight years ago in Bangkok. Israel's 
ther entry in the event, Adi Prag, 
placed sixth. 

The gold medal was Brenner's se- 
cond prize of the meet, following the 
bronze he won in the 200-metre 
freestyle. His time of 2:02.61 was 
a new Israel record. 

Israel's only other medal so far 
is the bronze garnered by Shlomo 
Ben-Lulu in the heavy weight-lift- 
ing category. 

Brenner marked up another first 
yesterday when. after his victory, 
he and Chinese runner-up Lin shook 
hands. The Chinese, along with the 
Arabs and Pakistan, have been boy- 
cotting direct contact with Isracl’s 
athletes.

At the Supergol chain, the 
shoulder cut will be TLi8 (instead 
of 11.119), and ribs ΠῚ (1.18). 

The standard price of sliced hake 
(bakais) will go down from IL7.80 
to TL7. Such food producers as 
Assis, Osem, Vita and Slite have 
also announced reductions on some 
of their products. 

In other products Kitan Dimona 
has announced an overall cut of 10 
per cent on its textiles and Izhar, 
ἃ seven per cent decrease on soaps 
and cosmetics.
